Among the sour notes in the Great Tran­ 
sition on the Potomac, none is sourer than 
the lament of the mechanists 


Do not confuse “ m echanists” with “ mechan­ 
ics.'’ Mechanics do not have to apologue 
for themselves. Mechanists do 


Mechanists think life operates like machin­ 
ery; that everything can be predetermined 
by formula and thus will proceed without 
a hitch. 
The Eisenhower administration could have 
done worse, admit the mechanists, but their 
objection is that it didn't do better. This 
was because it m ade the mistake of depend­ 
ing on principles, ethics and human rela­ 
tions. instead of on mechanistic formulas for 
stimulating American society, they say. 
Instead of striving for an index of growth 
that would have been satisfactory for mech­ 
anistic economists, they complain, it settled 
for something less. Whatever progress was 
registered during its eight years was the re­ 
sult of counting on people to do their best, in­ 
stead of counting on formulists to do 
their 
best. There was woeful disregard of people 
who have been telling everybody for the last 
50 years how to manage the economy the 
way a team ster m anages a horse The me­ 
chanists are angry about this 


THIS IS a sour note in Washington

show for it at the end of a few years But 
while waiting for them to demonstrate what

Tax Reform Receives A Push 


President Kennedy and Treasury 


Secretary Dillon appear to be seri­ 


ous about pushing tax reform this 


year. Dillon, during his confirm a­ 
tion hearings, prom ised to produce 


a set of recommendations by April. 


This could mean completion of 


legislation during this session of 
Congress, with the effective date 


next Jan uary—or even earlier ti 
the powers-that-be desire. 


Such a prospect m akes it worth­ 
while to take another look at “ tax 


reform ," which is a rather ambigu 
ous phrase that covers its real 
meaning. 
Tax reform is a catch-all proposi­ 
tion which implies lower taxes for 
many people—but higher taxes for 
the select few who have enjoyed 
special tax “ havens” or privileges 
In recent years, there has been 
hut little action. In 1954, there was 
a reshuffling of the tax code but 
this was m ore a streamlining of 
what was on the books than a basic 
overhaul of the structure 
Then, in November. 1959, Wilbur 
Mills, chairm an of the House Ways 
and M eans Committee held exten­ 
sive hearings pitched toward “ a 
reduction in tax rates without sac­ 
rificing 
revenues” 
by 
plugging 
loopholes, and in general, making 
the tax laws fair. 


THE MILUS COMMITTEE con­ 
tributed a great deal to the litera­ 
ture of the subject of publishing 
three 
volumes 
containing 
2,382 
pages of expert analysis of v ari­ 
ous tax problem s and viewpoints. 
But Mills, who is devoted to tax 
reform, had to give it up because 
there w as little effective political 
pressure behind it. 
The Eisenhower 
administration 
gave lip service to tax reform bul 
didn’t choose to tussle with the 
many knotty problem s involved in 
loophole plugging 
Now, the Kennedy administration 
is breathing some fresh life into 
the idea 
A task force report by 
Prof. 
Stanley 
S. 
Surrey 
of 
the 
Harvard Law School sketched out 
the need for som e urgent reform s 
Moreover, Kennedy's chief econo­ 
mist, Walter W 
Heller, has writ­ 
ten and talked extensively over 
the years for just such a program . 


Even more significant, however. 
is Dillon's intention to back tax 
reforms 
Informed observers doubt wheth­ 
er 
Dillon 
or 
the 
administration 
will want to go all the way with 
Surrey’* ideas. 
The 
H arvard 
professor’s 
task 
force report has not been published 
but 
his views 
haven’t changed 
since 1959, when he wrote the key 
article for the 3-volume Mills com ­ 
mittee compendium. 
At 
that 
tim e, 
he 
suggested— 
among 
other 
things—eliminating 
the exemption now given interest 
on state and local bonds, taxing 
Social Security paym ents and m ak­ 
ing the capital gains tax more re 
strictive, 
There is nothing to indicate that 
Dillon's thinking has yet gone that 
far.

A Familiar Refrain

In a recent issue of the AFL-CIO 
News a speech by Guy Nunn is re­ 
ported in which he bitterly com­ 
plains about an alleged monopoly 
of the sources of information by 
interests opposed to labor and its 
political program s and ideas 
It is the fam iliar refrain after 
a national election—that there is a 
“ one-party” 
press 
committed 
to 
opposition 
to 
the “ liberal” pro­ 
gram s of the political unions and 
favoring the Republican ticket in 
national elections. 


In the light of the record, Nunn 
should be the last person to make 
such a complaint. He is the voice 
of Walter Reuther over the air­ 
waves in Michigan 
His title is 
director of the United Auto Work­ 
ers Radio-Television Department. 
For some years he has been a 
twice-daily 
commentator on 
the 
“ news” for that agency, reaching 
substantially the entire population 
of the state His "news” is heavily 
weighted with partisan and ex-parte 
propaganda. 


No Michigan newspaper, nor all 
the 
newspapers there combined, 
can rival the continuous barrage of 
his loaded news hut he is not satis­ 
fied with this power. He describes 
the labor unions as the helpless 
victim of a news monopoly. 
Nunn’s 
first 
complaint 
in 
his 
speech is about the death of the 
Detroit Times. He blam es this on 
the newspaper tycoons It was. he 
says, “ an act of alm ost calculated 
cruelty.” 


NO ONE will deny that the death 
of a metropolitan newspaper is a 
tragic m atter. It is a cruel blow 
to many employes. But it is not 
“ calculated” to hurt anyone 
The tremendous costs of run­ 
ning a 
newspaper—costs largely 
attributable to higher w ages for 
employes brought about the pow­ 
er of the unions—m akes it increas­ 
ingly difficult to maintain morning 
competition in the field. 
What we have witnessed in the 
past half century is a reduction 
in the number of newspapers be 
cause of inexorable economic con­ 
ditions. just as there has been con­ 
centration in many other lines of 
business. 
As was abundantly shown in the 
last presidential cam paign, there 
w as no “ monopoly” of news ad- 
vantanges for the Republican ticket 
in the nation's press

Budget Battle Rages At Columbus 


COLUMBUS 


The war is on. 


While editorial 
support of the 
daily newspapers themselves gen­ 
erally leaned to Nixon-Lodge, there 
certainly was no disadvantage to 
Kennedy-Johnson in the news. More 
than half of the signed columnists 
and commentators leaned toward 
the Kennedy-Johnson side. 


I would estim ate that consider­ 
ably more than 60 per cent of the 
writers of the news hoped for a 
Kennedy victory and indicated that 
preference in their coverage. 
AU three national news m a ga­ 
zines predicted the election of Ken­ 
nedy well before the election on the 
basis of reports from the working 
press in the various states. And in 
its effect that was a big boost to 
the Kennedy chances. Even then, 
the reports on states were in de­ 
tail quite full of errors. 
A considerable part of the Wash­ 
ington press corps preferred Ken­ 
nedy to Nixon, and that helped 


WE H.A^E only to look back on 
the Roosevelt regime, during which 
the President complained bitterly 
and continuously about the pre­ 
dominance of editorial opposition 
to him. 
But the working press, 
especially those participating in his 
press conferences, fell under the 
spell of his personality. 
Despite these advantages, Nunn 
argues for more strength in the 
labor press—in which, incidentally, 
there is no deviation from the aim s 
of labor in the slated news. To 
give space and employment to an 
opposition voice there is as un­ 
thinkable as the presence of an 
Armour or Swift advertisement in 
a vegetarian journal. 
Nunn suggests that to counteract 
the 
“ antilabor 
monopoly” 
there 
should be assessed against every 
union m ember the sum of $10 a 
year, as a “ modest and workable” 
start in labor communication. 
There is no compulsion on the 
part of any citizen to patronize 
the “ capitalistic” newspapers. But 
the labor papers, of which there 
are many with large circulations, 
are supported by dues-paying mem 
hers, regardless of their personal 
politics or preferences 
Considering the successes of the 
political agencies of the unions in 
electing 
mem bers 
of 
Congress, 
Nunn’s complaint comes with poor 
grace.

After a couple of weeks of peace 
talk about working together for 


the benefit of all Ohioans, the Re­ 
publican leadership of the 104th 
General Assembly and Dem ocratic 
Gov. Michael V. DiSalle have taken 


their positions on opposite sides 


of the battle line. 
The line, of course, is the biennial 
budget. 
Boiled down to basic elements, 
the two positions are: 
The Republicans say they were 
returned to power in the L egisla­ 
ture because the voters have had 
enough tax increases for awhile 
and they 
want the pursestrings 
tightened. 
DiSalle and his Democratic sup­ 
porters say the COP m isrepresent­ 
ed the facts on taxes and spend­ 
ing and consequently are abusing 
the will of the people. 
Positions Differ 
Those are the political positions. 
Expressed in term s of the budget 
bill, the respective stands go som e­ 
thing like this: 
The 
Republicans 
i m p l y 
the 
governor has proved their cam ­ 
paign argum ents by submitting a 
recommended spending plan that 
Is $150 million out of balance. 
DiSalle 
says most of the 
in­ 
creased spending is the result of 
“ built-in” raises inherent in the 
program s as established by the As­ 
sem bly. He adds that the actual 
improvements he recommends are 
really modest and confined to pro­ 
gram s which 
virtually everyone 
wants to see advanced. 
They include $30 million for edu­ 
cation; 
$9 4 million for the six 
state universities; $17.7 million for 
mental hygiene and juvenile cor­ 
rection: $8 5 million for welfare, 
practically all (rf it for aid to de­ 
pendent children: $2.9 million to 
hire more highway patrolmen to 
reduce the 
slaughter on 
Ohio's 
roads, and $7 I million for capital 
improvements. 
Capital Ronds Gone 
He adds that the last figure is 
less than the state has spent in 
this category for several years, 
but more than double the amount 
taken from general funds. That is 
because the $150 million bond is­ 
sue passed in 1955 has been used 
up, so from here on capital im­ 
provem ents 
will 
have 
to come 
out of current funds. 
The Republicans do not deny the 
desirability of effecting some, most 
or all of these improvements, but 
they resent what they call the gov­ 
ernor’s attempt to bludgeon them 
into m ore tax increases. 
They doubt that the picture is 
quite as dism al as he paints it, 
and they believe places can be 
found to trim back expenses to pro­ 
vide m ore working cash within the 
present tax framework. 
As usual in such partisan govern­ 
mental disputes, both sides have 
argum ents in their favor. Also cus­ 
tom ary in the fact that there are 
complications which must be added 


to the fundamentals of the argu­ 
ment. 
Local Government Cadi 
One of these is the need for 
more money for local governments. 
Should it come from the state or 
should the state merely give the 
local governments more authority 
to provide it for them selves? 
Another Is whether the state’s 
own taxing sources should be al­ 
tered and, if so, how? The reces­ 
sions of recent years have em pha­ 
sized the hazards of raising money 
prim arily 
through 
excise-type 
taxes, which are extremely sen si­ 
tive to fluctuations in the general 
economy. 
Viewpoints on Issues like those 
do not follow strict party lines 
Neither do they necessarily break 
themselves down Into two oppos­ 
ing views. 
DiSalle and House Speaker R o * 
er Cloud, R-Logan. for instance, 
agree in principle that local gov­ 
ernments should have more re­ 
sponsibility for raising their own 
money, blit they might disagree to 
doomsday on how and to what de 
gree it ought to be granted. 
What's the Solution? 
How will the budget bill conflict 
be resolved** 
Some COP spokesmen have been 
saying the governor failed to com ­ 
ply with the law because his m eas­ 
ure does not balance out—that he 
should have offered legislation to 
raise the money needed to m ake 
it balance. 
The governor says he has ful­ 
filled his responsibility of telling 
the legislators what the situation 
is and cites the constitutional pro­ 
vision 
that the Assembly raise 
whatever revenues are necessary 
to meet the expenses of the next 
two years. 
One interesting aspect of this 
controversy is that it is alm ost 
completely reversed from the one 
two years ago. 
Then DiSalle had the m ajority 
votes on his side, and he offered 
a number of proposals to 
the revenue to meet the expenses 
he deemed necessary. 
COP Criticize* Wove

AP Newsfealure* 
Question 
In replacing a broken 
window pane, is it cheaper to have 
the glass cut to size or to cut it 
yourself’ I always see instructions 
on how to cut glass, but I remem 
ber some years ago buying a pane 
to fit the opening Also, what’s the 
beet way to get the old. broken 
glass out of the opening’ 
Answer: 
lf you have several 
glass projects, it is cheapter to cut 
the glass at home But first you 
have to get the knack of doing 
the cutting, w h i c h sometimes 
means you will spoil a couple of 
pieces of glass before doing it 
right. 
All things considered, you i r e 
much better off to have the glass 
cut to size at the place where you 
buy it. Carefully measure the open 
ling into which it will be fitted. 
then subtract one-eighth of an inch 
[from each measurement. If t h e 
opening is 21 by 27. get a piece 
of glass 20 and seven-eighths by 
26 and seven-eights. This provides 
a leeway for any contraction of 
the sash resulting from changing 
weather conditions. A pair of old 
gloves should be worn in remov 
ing broken pieces of glass. Be sure 
also, to take out all of the glaz 
ier's points which helped to keep 
the pane in place. 
These p o i n t s may he used 
again if in good condition, lf not, 
new ones are inexpensive T h e y 
.should be spaced about four inch­ 
es apart. Remember not to drive 
them all the way in. They are 
merely sunk deeply enough to hold 
the glass, after which the putty 
is applied.

There is a certain substantial 
and high-class look about w o o d 
gutters which is entirely lacking 
in the lighter and smaller metal 
gutters. 
We do not include the heavy, 
double-gauge copper type w i t h 
the lead leader-beads, which were 
a standard ornamental touch on 
manor-houses when homes w e r e 
built to last through generations. 
The wood gutter is usually twice 
as wide as the modern metal type 
and has a symmetrical c u r v e d 
shape that adds a depth of shadow 
and a most pleasing effect at a 
roof edge. 
It is generally seen in custom- 
built homes and in develojrnient 
bouses of the better type As might 
be expected, the wood gutter re­ 
quires treatment that is different 
than that given to metal gutters. 
Wood gutters hold paint on the 
exterior well enough, but there is 
little use in painting the inside. 
The average wood gutter will hold 
moisture for a long time And, be^ 
ing in shadow, the paint covering 
the interior deteriorates and scales 
off rapidly. 
It is not unusual to examine the 
inside surface of a wood gutter 
that has been painted just a year 
before and find it completely de­ 
void of protective paint. 
The proper treatment of a wood 
Slitter consist* of the following. 
The inside should he swept clean 
of any accumulation of dust, paint- 
scale and other debris after sev­ 
eral dry days Next a flowing coat 
of boiled linseed oil should he 
swabbed over the surface T h i s 
wilNink in very rapidly, but should 
be allowed to he absorbed into the 
wood until it has completely dis­ 
appeared 
A second treatment should fol­ 
low as soon as the wood appear* 
dry. This oil-soaking will usually 
preserve the wood for some four 
or five years and prevent the gut­ 
ter from splitting, warping or rot­ 
ting
